Response to Arguments 

1. Appellant's arguments, see last two paragraphs of page 12, 
the third and fourth full paragraphs of page 13 and the first 
full paragraph of page 14, in Appellant's brief filed 8/6/07, 
with respect to claims 1,2,4,6-10,12,14-18, and 20 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 
1,2,4,6-10,12,14-18, and 20 has been withdrawn. Claims 21-23 
are allowed based on their dependence to claims 1,9, and 17. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2,4,6-10,12,14,16,17,18, and 20-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record fails to teach or reasonably 
suggests alone or in combination, the details of the applicant's 
claimed invention as set forth in independent claims 1,9, and. 
17. Specifically the prior art fails to teach the claimed 
replicator component configured to monitor write transactions, 
allocate buffers from a memory pool, and automatically modify 
system resources which includes modifying the size of the memory 
pool, wherein the replicator is in a first node of the system 
and the replicator is configured convey write transactions from 
the first node to a second node in combination with the other 
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recited claim limitations. Newly cited Patent No. 7,007,044 to 
Rafert et al. teaches a replicator component in a first node of 
the system that conveys writes to a second node of the system, 
however Rafert is silent on the replicator component allocating 
buffers and modifying the size of the memory pool
